fine specimens will oilen t-tir up the indolent 
iîiid cciielcss to set about in earnest ihe culti- 
vation of fruit for themselves. 
N e w 
varie- 
ties of fruit are here briiught to the test of 
comparison with oihers under cultivation, and 
their merits thereby established, 
û'ome who 
who have extensive orchard;!, and even quite 
a variety of fruit.", 'and verily believe ihey 
have of the best kinds, but when ihey corne 
!to compare them with others at an exhibiticin 
¡of this kind, will often find themselves sadly 
behind the age in improvement, as ihey vvill 
here see many kinds far superior to their 
own. 
Such will not rest satiilled long wiih 
out adding these latter kinds to their assort 
ment. 
Not only fruit, but flowers aad veg- 
etables a-e here brought lo the test of excel- 
lence or beauty, and are admiied or 
disre 
garded 
according to their qualities. 
Here 
the cultivators have an opportunity not 
only 
to compare their various product} ns, but 
their manner of cultivation; and few are so 
learned or perfect in their art who cannot 
thereby learn something more. 


T h e object of an address should be to in- 
terest and instruct the hearers, by the pre- 
sentation of facts and arguments that will 
convince the mind and direct the judgertient, 
arid hence the importance of the speaker be 
ir}g well acquainted, with the subject. 
Here 
I acknowlegc my deficiency; but having been 
particularly fond of good fruits and vegeta- 
bles from my youth, and having had 
some 
experience of others, and being desirous of 
aiding my fellow citizens to the extent of my 
ability, therefore of such as I have. I 
will 
give, although my previous efforts to promote 
the agricultural and proouctive interests of 
the people has cost me all I was worth, and 
I have no orchard of my own, nor a foot of 
land on which to plaiU one, yet I now and 
then meet the kind greetings of a friend in a 
treat of rich fruits, which encourages me to 
endeavor not only to increase the number of 
my friends, but also of their orchards—and 
perhups the readiest way to do which is to 
show the benefits that will result from a well 
organized and efiicient horticultural society.

In a report on fruit by the executive com 
rniltee of ibis society, published 
lust winter, 
a select list of 25 varieties ol apples with a 
de.scription of each is given, and 49 trees re 
commended as a proper number to fill an a* 
ere of ground. 
This variety comprises an 
assortment that will furnish a supply of fruit, 
in bearing seasons, to last tho year 
round, 
and the number oi trees when in full bearing 
will afford a reasonable supply for almost any 
family. 
And what is the cost of such an or- 
chard? 
Forly-nine trees at 12 1 2 cts. each 
is $ 6 12 1 2; or that sum per acre for a lai* 
ger orchard. 
T h e profits of the land if pro. 
perly cultivated, will pay for planting, and 
feven the cost i)f the trees also, by the time 
come into bearing; and thus an orchard will 
cost nothing but a little perseverance 
and 
care, or at most $ 6 12 1 2 per acre. 
And 
who would take $ 1 0 0 per acre for the 
trees 
in a good bearing orchard? 
Every 
farmer 
who has been living six or seven years on 
his farm might now have the same variety of 
fruit that graces our tables if he had then re 


solved 
to have done so. 
Somebody has been 
ambitious 
and persevering enough or we 
could not now show such fine specimens of 
fruit. 
But I regret to sav that a large ma 
jority of our farmers are lamentably deficient 
in this particular. 
Very many have no or- 
chards at all while some have procured trees 
and planted them regardless of their quality, 
and taken so little care of them 
afterwards, 
that many have soon been destroyed and a 
few scattering stunted trees remain, which 
on arriving at a bearing age produce a few 
sour and worthless apples. 
1 bus after years 
patient waiting for the neglected, 
knurly, 
bushy trees to produce their iruit, bitter, or 
r^tbei sour disappointment is the 
reward.— 
T h e energy of the cultivator is now gone, 
hardly dreaming that by a little labor in cut* 
ting off the lops and grafting them he could

There are sti!l other varieties as the straw

In the cultivation of vegetables I believe 
there is a spirit of ii^iprovement abroad which 
if it continues to spread, will greatly revolu- 
tionize our gardens, and transform them into 
profitable enclosures instead of a desert and 
a waste. 
T h o flower department is also re- 
ceiving an increased share of attention, and 
we may flatter ourselves that in a few years 
more our annual exhibitions will be very le- 
spectable. 


I will call our attention to a subject per- 
haps not entirely foreign to the objects ol our 
associatiun, and which may prnpeily claim a 
share of the attention of the 
Horticultural 
Society. 
F o r some years past much ha.s 
been said and written about Sugar beets and 
the manufacture of sugar from them. 
T h e 
business appears to have been carried on ve 
ry extensively in France, and some other 
countries of Europe but as yet it has made 
very slow progress in this country; and I 
have before this heard it suggested 
that ihe 
beets in our country were deficient in sac 
charine matter; if so, our efforts will be in 
vain in producing sugar to any profitable ex 
tent. 
But I am highly gratified to learn that 
experiments have proved that we have 
ano 
ther vegetable production indigenous to our 
conntry that promises lo supercede the beet 
io the production of sugar, viz: our Indian 
Corn.

When we¡ took st the outrageous pretext 
under which thi.>' war was commenced, we 
cannot think of this slaughtei without a shud 
der,. 
It IS obvious :hat it was done, in self- 
preservation, for innmense prepara!inns had 
been made by ihe Chinese to cut off the Bri- 
tish in the most perfidious manner. 
The 
intention was evidently enough, to seize Ihe 
foreigners in Canton, and exterminate the 
shipping by fi^re rails and the shore batteries. 
A surprise was contemplated which British 
caution averted; and in the same measure in 
which we denounce the injustice and barbar- 
ity of commencing the war, we must com- 
mend the tact, courage, and good conduct of 
Ihe British miiitaiy tind marine in the cou 
duct of the capture of Canton.

We have, by ihe ship Narraganset, Cap! 
Croker, news from (.'anion to the laiit of 
Miiy. 
The substance of the 
information 
derived from this arrival is that the Chme.«e 
had made an ineiTectual attempt to drive the 
British forces from the vicinity of Canton— 
which bad drawn upon them active hostilities 
from ihe latter, and that these had been so 
eflVclual that the Chinese defences were all 
destroyed, and the encampment of Chinese 
troops on the outside of the town totally bro 
ken up. 


On Friday, ibe 2lst of May, the Biitish 
Superintendent, Elliott, issued a notice re 
commending all foreigners to leave the city 
of Canton. 
So many warlike preparations 
were visible on the part of the Chinese, such 
as the planting of guns on the roofs of hous- 
es, the placing o( masked batteries in all the 
streets leading to the rivers, and the presence 
of soldiers every where, even in Ihe merch 
ant's ware houses, that no official notice was 
necessary to induce foreigners to take care 
of themselves. 
All left the city without in 
jury, cxcept Messrs. Taylor, Miller, and 
Cenluriez, 
who were leaving Canton for 
Wh:impoa in an 
American boat. 
Thev 
were pursued, maltreated, captured and then 
carried to Canton. 
The Canton authorities 
on the remon.'«trance of the American Vice 
Consul, set them at liberty in the street, and 
they were attacked by the mob. 
Wiihout 
the means of getting away from Canton, the 
p or fellows had no other means of safely 
but to seek for shelter in the Consoo house, 
where having reached, they were shut up & 
remained for several days wiihout food, ap' 
patently forgotten, unlil the 24th, Captain 
Elliott, who, we .suppose must have been in*' 
formed of their position, went there with a 
strong detac hment of troops and relt ased 
them from their imprisonment, sending them 
to Whampoa. 
All the crew of ihe boat that 
belonged to the ship Morrison, were more or 
less injured. 
Mr. 
Miller, who was also 
wounded, was doing well at the last advices. 
One of the crew of the boat was killed. 


As soon as the factories were left the Chi- 
nese mob attacked and sacked them, till the 
factories oast of '^loglune" were plundered, 
and the buildin«;« much injured. 
In the eve- 
ning of the 21sl, fiire-rafts were delected in 
coming down the river, but their intention 
was averted by the British steamer Nemissis 
which towed iheni away from the shipping, 
and let them 
go harmlessly down. 
The 
guns from the Chinese batteries opened a 
sharp fire on the British shipping at the same 
lime, which was answered by the Nemissis 
and other vessels. 


In the morning of the 22d, the Chinese 
fort, which had annoyed ihe shipping, was 
silenced, Ihe batteries were destroyed, and 
the guns were taken possession of. 
A fleet 
of Chinese war junks which attempted to 
come down a creek to the attack, were driv- 
en back by the steamer Nemisses, and noi 
only driven back, but forty of them destroy- 
ed. 
The crews escaped, so that the loss of 
life on the Chinese side was small. 
The 
steamer Nemi-ses lost nobody, but her com 
mandcr was wounded 
in the hand by the 
bursting of a shell.

On the 23d, the whole of the English na- 
val and military forces were brought within 
five mites of Canton. 
Chinese chop boat.n 
were seized to transport the troops, and were 
towed up to the city by the steamers. 
A 
force was landed, which retook possession of 
the foreign factories. 
On the 25th, the Tar- 
tar Iroops were driven from the fortifications 
on the heights near Canton, into the city, & 
the works were occupied by the British. 


During most of the 25th, Ihe ships remain 
ed perfectly quiet, ihe fighting being ail done 
on shore. 
The number of Chinese troops 
driven from the outworks inle'Canton 
musi 
have been fiom fifty to n hundred thousand. 
The firing from the ships then commenced, 
and made the aggregate loss of the Chinese 
certainly from three to five thousand, and 
some accounts say as high as ten. 
The 
whole truth will probably never be known.— 
A large portion of the city has been destroy- 
ed by shells and rockets. 
The latest news 
is contained in a letter from Macao, wiitten 
on Ihe first of June, which states that a mes 
senger had just reached there, despatched by 
Howqua at Canton, who stated that a capit> 
ulalion had been concluded, by which it was 
stipulated that the Chinese should f.ay the 


CHINESE NEWS-ANOTHER IN- 
STALMENT. 


It appears that in common with the other 
papers, we did not at first receive news so 
Inte by twenty days, as the Narragansett bro't 
That vessel after leaving Macao on the Ist 
of June, had a long passage to Angier road." 
(Java) and laid there on the 24th of July.— 
While there, dates from Macao were receiv 
ed, bringing Canton news to the 15ih June. 


This intelligence confirms the news that 
the Ilong Merchants had agreed to ransom 
the ciiy. 
The sum to be paid by them was 
.-ix millions within seven days from the 27lh 
of May, inclusive; ami if not paid wiihin 
ihit lime it was to be increased to seven 
millions. 
If not paid wiihin fourteen days, 
another million was to be added; and if not 
within twenty days, another million. Wheth 
er ihe first terms were complied with or not, 
as to lime, is not slated; but the six iiiillions 
had been paid, and the troops hadre^embark 
ed previous to the 14lh of June. 
Only two 
British ships remained in the river, the Cal- 
liope and the Herald, at Whampoa. 


û^twilhstanding ihe payment of the in- 
dignity b- the Ilong Merchants, and with 
drawal of the British troops, British subjects 
were warned that it was unsafe to proceed to 
Canton, or send ships to Whampoa. 
This 
caution would appear to have been well- 
timed, for one company of the British sol- 
diers while on their way to embark, were be- 
set by a great number of Tartar troops, and 
up to their knees in a marsh, were defending 
themselves with their bayonets, the rain pre- 
venting the use of their muskets. 
A detach- 
ment went to their assistance with percus- 
sion locks and rescued them. 


The Canton Gazette is now, and has been 
for some time, printed at Macao. 
Conse- 
quently the '^Canton News." does not. in ihe 
troubled «tale ef the times, contain actual 
Canton News to within three or four days 
of its date. 
The latest news from Canton is 
to the 15ih. 
Then the Chinese, embolden- 
ed by the withdrawal of the British men of 
war, were preparing new fire ships, and very 
large supplies of money and munitions had 
been received in Canton from the Provinces. 
Some troops had also newly arrived, and the 
foreigners who had gone on shore to look 
after the remains of tbeir property had been 
compelled to make a precipitate retreat. 


Great sickness prevailed at the island of 
Hong Kong. 
Capt. Elliott had been sick a 
week, and Sir Le Flenring Senhouse, who 
commanded the naval forces at the time of 
the blockade, had died. 
Four or five of the 
principal officers had died, and the soldiers 
suffered much from disease at Hong Kong. 
Those who were on shore for two or three 
weeks in the neighborhood of Canton, had 
suffered much from the insalubrity of their 
position in the marshes. 


The next news from China will be import- 
ant. 
If the Chinese really trifle so far with 
the British as, by aggression after treaty, to 
invite another attack, ^'foreign barbarians" 
will assuredly take formal possession of Can 
ton. 
The expected reinforcements have be- 
fore this arrived from India, and other Chi- 
nese ports have undoubtedly been visited, or 
are about to be, and levied upon. 
In the 
whole history of modern warfare ihere is not 
a case of more arrant injustice than this at- 
tack upon China, for the defence of her own 
revenue laws; and once undertaken, it will 
not be lightly relinqtiished. 
The conquest 
miy be pushed till China becomes de facto 
an English province; or unlil at any rate the 
possession of the most commanding ports 
are secured to Great Britain. 
As to the war 
on the part of ihe British forces with their iin 
proved modes of destruction and scientific 
arrangements, it is like slaughtering sheep. 
The only serious opposition which the Eng^ 
lish have met with, has been from the elem.. 
ents, or from insalubrity of climate.
